VOTERS 
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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


and Sewer Commissioners 


Organization—The Selectmen and Sewer Commissioners organ- 

ized on January 18, 1937, with Willis D. McLean, 
Chairman, Howard F. Everett, Clerk, Charles P. Roundy, David 
W. Kelley, and John J. White. During the year, 47 regular and 
29 special meetings were held. 


Finances—The total net bonded debt at this date is $315,500, a net 

reduction of $55,000 for last year. Reduction in the 
bonded debt is proceeding in a satisfactory and orderly manner 
and is contributing to a better financial condition with resultant 
lower taxes. Unless further obligations are incurred in 1942 the 
amount to be appropriated for maturing debt in that year will be 
reduced to $13,500. Outstanding short-term loans, in anticipation 
of revenue, are $75,000, being a reduction of $25,000 from this date 
last year. The average rate of interest paid this year on this type 
of loans was 0.5047% per annum. The Excess and Deficiency 
Account, which serves as a reserve against uncollected taxes, 
shows a credit balance of $110,307.77, a decrease of $16,667.14 
from last year. This decrease results chiefly from transfers from 
this account totalling $24,550.16 as voted by the Town at the 
' Annual and two special town meetings. Credits to this account 
were $13,952.72, and debits, including the transfers referred to, 
were $30,619.86. We are of the opinion that this account should 
be maintained at about its current level. Uncollected taxes, ex- 
cluding those of the current tax year, are $34,206.48, a reduction 
from last year of approximately $12,000.

Welfare and Unemployment Relief—At the close of the year recipi- 

ents of relief, directly or in- 
directly, numbered slightly over 200, being approximately the 
same as at the close of last year. Early in the year, improved 
business conditions reduced considerably the number of employ- 
able cases, but late in the year the situation again became quite 
serious, and the Appropriation Committee, at our request, trans- 
ferred $4,200 from the Reserve Fund for Unemployment relief. An 
increase in our quota for W. P. A. projects was obtained, and at 
the close of the year 74 are on the W. P. A. roll. The low point 
during the year was 37. W. P. A. wages are wholly paid by the 
Federal Government, the town paying administrative, material, 
and other costs. Attention is called to the fact that the total 
expenditures by the Town, and the Federal and State agencies for 
the year for all types of assistance, work relief, aid, etc., totalled 
approximately $100,000.00. Of this amount, wages paid by the 
Federal Government on W. P. A. projects were approximately 
$40,000. 


Boundary Line—Under an agreement entered into by the towns of 

Foxboro and Walpole legislation was requested 
to change the boundary line between the two towns. Chapter 
140 of the Acts of 1937 made this change effective, a change 
which has been long proposed and which is very satisfactory to 
both towns. 


Moth Control—A serious infestation of gypsy moths this spring 

necessitated declaring an emergency to increase 
our spraying work to cover as much of our affected area as pos- 
sible. At our request, the Forest Fire observer in the look-out tower 
at Sharon prepared a map showing all infested areas within his 
observation. Inasmuch as effective control of the gypsy moth 
depends on concerted action by all towns within a given affected 
area, we called a meeting on September 24th at which representa- 
tives of Norwood, Sharon, Stoughton, Westwood, Norfolk, 
Wrentham and Dover were present as well as local and State 
authorities. As a result of this meeting all towns adjacent to 
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Walpole are joining in taking measures to more effectively control 
the spreading of this pest. 


Trees—Attention has been given to working out a plan for the 

proper care and trimming of the fine shade trees along our 
streets. On February 18th, we appointed a Tree Committee con- 
sisting of Charles W. Kemp, Charles S. Bird, Jr. and Earl M. 
Ricker to assist us in this work. 


Conclusion—Following this report are the detailed reports of the 
various departments, Town Officers and Committees 
with the usual statistics and records.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER 
AND SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith my report as Town Engineer and Superin- 
tendent of Sewers for the year ending December 31, 1937. 


Again this year the Federal Emergency Relief program has 
aided us materally. The co-ordination of our regular work with 
that of the W.P. A. completed many worthwhile projects. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


This department has completed another year of very satis- 
factory work. New highway construction consisted of: High St. 
from the residence of William Oblaczynski to a point approxi- 
mately 400’ beyond the old Gay Farm. This road was. widened, 
gravelled and tarred. Old Post Road was widened and gravel- 
led from High Plain St. to within 400’ of the Walpole-Sharon 
town line. The area between High Plain St. and Summit Ave. 
was tarred. 


A W.P.A. project working in conjunction with the depart- 
ment re-built School St. from Stone St. to the end of the 1936 con- 
struction near Common Street. This construction followed the in- 
stallation of a lateral sewer, a 6” water main, house and water 
connections to the street line and consisted of penetration maca- 
dam. Curbs were laid and the tree belts loamed and seeded. 


Lewis Ave. from the residence of Fred Hartshorn to the 
residence of Horace Secrist was constructed following the instal- 
lation of the lateral sewer house connections to the street line. 
The construction consisted of tar and gravel with curbs. Addi- 
tional drainage was installed and a non-skid surface applied. 


The following streets were re-surfaced: A portion of East St. 
near Washington St., Glenwood Ave., Old Post Road from Plea- 
sant St. to Carberry Lane, Summer St. from the railroad to Winter 
St., a portion of Riverside Place, Charles St., a portion of School 
St. in front of the Stone School, Plimpton St. from the Neponset 
River to the railroad underpass, a portion of Spring St., a portion 
of Granite St., Brook St., and Lewis Ave. from the Public Library 
to the residence of Fred Hartshorn. The total re-surfacing equalled 
approximately four miles. 


Under Chapter 90, new construction, grants of $7,150.00 and 
$3,500.00 were secured from the State for the re-construction of 
Coney St. and East St. respectively. The annual town meeting ap- 
propriated $7,500 for Coney St. and $5,000. for East Street. The 
East St. construction consisted of penolithic pavement, 30' wide 
from the end of the 1936 construction to the intersection of Plimpton 
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Street. Proper drainage was provided by a W.P.A. project and 
in order to extend the pavement to the end of this drain an addi- 
tional $1,500.00 was appropriated at the September 20th special 
town meeting. Curbs were installed and the tree belts loamed 
but not seeded due to the lateness of the season. 


The Coney St. construction is being done by contract and at 
the opening of the bids in the State Department of Public Works 
Building on Nashua St., Boston on October 5, 1937, the following 
proposals were received:

The contract was awarded to the lowest bidder, The Middle- 
sex Const. Co. of Framingham. 


This construction, when completed, will consist of a bitumin- 
ous concrete roadway, 24’ wide, from the Boston-Providence 
Highway, Route 1 to the Walpole-Sharon line. Drainage has 
already been installed, the excavation and gravelling completed 
and the surface will be added early next year. All surplus fill 
was deposited in the low area off Pleasant St. where it will be 
allowed to settle before a new cut-off is constructed. 


For the maintenance of Chapter 90 Roads, the State and 
County made grants to us of $1,000 each. The Town appropriated 
$1,000 also and the following work was performed: 


Winter St. from Main St., Route 1A to the Walpole-Norfolk 
town line was surface treated and Elm St. from the rail- 
road bridge near East St. to the overhead railroad bridge 
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near the residence of Frank Rubini was surface treated. 
Drainage was installed and the roadway widened on 
Washington St. in front of the Pumping Station. 


The brush was cut along the following streets: 
Part of Washington St., part of Common St., County St., 
Elm St., Winter St., part of Lincoln Road and a part of 
Coney St. 


Application has been made for Chapter 90 funds for 1938 to 
resurface a portion of Main Street and to re-build an additional 
section of East St. 


Through the co-operation of Mr. and Mrs. George Kelliher the 
corner of Washington and Short Sts. was rounded, thereby aiding 
in correcting a very bad intersection. 


Our equipment is in fair condition and is considered to be 
adequate for the coming year. The Mack truck referred to in my 
report of last year was replaced by a White truck which is per- 
forming very satisfactorily. 


Tree Department and Insect Pest Extermination 


Three large trees on Common Street and one at the intersec- 
tion of Station and West Sts. were removed this year. All were 
dead and would become dangerous. Twenty-five new maple 
trees were planted on the different streets and two in front of the 
Town Hall. 


Trees around the center Common and on part of Common St. 
were fertilized. Many of these trees need surgical treatment and 
I have increased this budget in 1938 with the intention of having 
this work done. 


The infestation of gypsy moths the past year has become a 
serious problem, not only in Walpole but throughout the entire 
State. At a conference in the State House on November 4th reso- 
lutions were adopted providing for a careful study of the entire 
problem by the State Department of Conservation and the General 
Court. The towns are being requested to make necessary ap- 
propriations to adequately carry out a concerted program for 
controlling as much as possible the ravages of this destructive 
pest. 


The infestation in Walpole was not general but there were cer- 
tain areas heavily infested and severe defoliation took place. 


On June 23, 1937 I notified the Board of Selectmen of the need 
for prompt attention to the moth situation. The Board declared an 
emergency existed and outside sprayers were engaged to work 
in conjunction with those of the Town. Additional men were 
added to our regular moth crew and effective spraying was done 
in all infested areas. This fall a W.P.A. and an unemployed 
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crew creosoted nests in several sections of the Town but consider- 


able spraying will have to be done during the feeding period in 
the spring. | ti 


Parks and Playgrounds 


Our road construction this year added more fill to Memorial 
Park and a retaining wall was built by the unemployed near the 
corner of School and East Streets. 


Two of the center Commons were loamed and seeded, 
cement walks and shrubs being added to one of them. This work 
has greatly improved the appearance of the center of the Town. 


- The athletic field at the rear of the Plimpton School was 
sowed twice with buckwheat, plowed under and is now growing 
winter rye which will be plowed under in the spring, thereby 
placing humas in the soil so that good grass will grow after the 
next seeding. We hope to complete this field with W. P. A. labor 
next year. The reduction in the Federal W.P. A. program made 
it impossible to secure a project for this work this year. The 
bleachers were painted to protect them from the elements. 


Tree belts adjoining town property, the small parks and 
Commons were maintained as in other years. Christmas trees 
were erected on the Common in the Centre and in South Walpole. 

The Town Forest and Game Preserve was patrolled as usual 
to protect these areas at certain seasons of the year. 

The driveway from Common Street serving the High and 
Plimpton Schools was re-built, the construction being tar and 
gravel. 


Repairs to Public Buildings 


In addition to the regular maintenance of the Towns’ buildings 
the following major repairs were completed: 

Bird School—New locks on all outside doors; new sink placed 
in Room 8; replaced old flushometers; and installed new heating 
system with vacuum pump. 

Boyden School—Weather-stripped windows. 

ene School—Weather-stripped windows; remodeled boys’ 

toilet. 

Plimpton School—Whitened all ceilings; repaired wall leak in 

Grade 1; laid one maple floor and installed cement stops at 

the rear entrance. 

Stone School—Relocated boys’ toilet; and whitened all ceil- 

ings. 


East Walpole Library—put on new roof through the kindness _ 


~ of Bird & Son who donated the materials.

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Town Hall—the roof was repaired on the west and south sides. 


Under a W.P.A. project the interior of the Bird School was 
painted with the exception of the corridors. A request for the 
painting of these corridors will be made in the 1938 budget. 


The repairs to the High School ceilings which were started 
last year were finished in January of this year with very satis- 
factory results. Safe ceilings, of course, were our chief aim but 
the acoustic characteristics of the new construction has, in my 
opinion, and that of the school officials, improved scholastic 
standing due to the absorption of noise. 


The remodeling of the Bird School heating system was com- 
pleted before the cold weather set in. Mr. William G. Upham was 
the architect and McLean, Cousens & Barton of Boston, who were 
low bidders, did the construction work. The boilers were thorough- 
ly. cleaned, the return pipe to the boilers re-arranged, piping 
which was out of alignment was corrected and thermostatic traps 
were placed on radiators, pipe coils, vent flue, radiator drip points 
and the hot water tank. New gate and check valves were added 
to the system and some of the older valves were cleaned and 
re-packed. A duplex vacuum pump was installed, new radia- 
tors were placed at the entrances and exhaust fans installed in 
the toilets to properly ventilate them. 


The construction of a new boys’ toilet at the Stone School 
necessitated changing the entrance to the main building from the 
Stone St. side to the rear of the school. Modern toilets with an 
exhaust fan and outdoor ventilator corrected a very unsatisfactory 
and dangerous health menace. 


Purchasing Department 


The recognition of centralized, co-ordinated and co-operative 
purchasing for municipalities is making encouraging progress 
throughout the United States. Walpole was one of the early 
towns to adopt this procedure, and this department continues to 
receive my careful attention with the result that the portion of the 
tax dollar used for supplies, equipment and service is economi- 
cally expended. 


Health Department 


Until late in October this department was under the adminis- 
tration of Dr. William H. Maguire and since that time it has been 
under the supervision of Dr. F. H. Fuller. 


The appointment of Dr. Fuller followed the loss by death of 
Dr. Maguire who served as Health Officer since the adoption of 
our charter in 1925 and who had been a member of the Board of 
Health in 1924.

He was sincere, earnest and devoted to his work. He is and 
will continue to be greatly missed in the community. 


Our garbage collection has been handled very efficiently 
and the town dump cared for in a very satisfactory manner. 


Sewer Department 


Twenty-five house connections were made during the year, 
making a total of 107 in our system. 


The lateral sewer construction done under the W.P. A. pro- 
jects included the following: 


340 linear feet of 8” on Lewis Ave. 
200 linear feet of 8’ on Short Street. 
698 linear feet of 8” on School Street. 


The work on the lateral sewer on Stone Street from School 
St. to Mass. Ave. was started the last part of the year and will 
continue through the winter. 


The design of the sewer on Pleasant Street is completed and 
the line should be laid this coming year as an unsanitary and 
unhealthy condition exists in that vicinity. As this line will neces- 
sitate a very deep cut, I would recommend that work be done by 
a contractor. 


Work should also be done on the lateral sewer from the 
Neponset River to the Norwood line this coming year. This line 
was included in our application for a P. W. A. Project Mass No. 
1374. The possibilities of receiving Federal assistance for this 
project appears to be rather remote but this line could be laid by 
W. P. A. labor. I have approved a project for this lateral. Assess- 
ments totaling $5, 685.74 were committed this year. 


All record plans showing location of Y’s and street connec- 
tions have been prepared in our Engineering Department. 


Water Department 


This department worked in conjunction with W. P.A. projects 
and the Highway Department, in addition to the routine work of 
the department. All water services were renewed, anticipated 
Services installed and hydrants individually gated were installed 
on the roads where permanent construction was done. 


During a bad thunder storm in July our Pumping Station was 
struck by lightning and two switchboards badly damaged. The 
damage done was compensated for by insurance coverage and 
the boards were put back in first class condition. 


The 1,000,000 gallon standpipe at High Plain St. was scraped, 
cleaned and painted on the inside. This work was done by R. O 
Leonard Co. of Framingham. 
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Electrical controls at the Booster Station on High Plain St. were 
remodelled and the pump overhauled which has reduced the 
quantity of electricity required to operate it. 


Thirty-four services were added to the system during the 
year. The following mains were installed: 
500 linear feet of 6” main on Burrill St. 
1290 linear feet of 6” main on Sumner Bt. 
1000 linear feet of 6” main on Union St. 
2265 linear feet of 6” main on Old Post Road 
715 linear feet of 6” main on High St. 
382 linear feet of 6” main on School St. 
836 linear feet of 6” main on Park Lane 
1060 linear feet of 6” main on Coney St. 


A total of 1.53 miles of main was laid this year making the 
length of water mains in town at present 48.7 miles. 


Nine new hydrants were added making a total of 349 hydr- 
ants. 


The equipment in the department is in good condition with 
the exception of the water truck which has caused considerable 
trouble and should be replaced this coming year so that the 
service given by this department may continue at its maximum 
efficiency. 


328,274,000 gallons of water were pumped which is a de 
crease of 46,718,000 gallons over that of last year.

Unemployed 


Our unemployed problem was less acute until the latter part 
of the year when layoffs in the fattories resulted in many unem- 
ployed applications for relief. When the applications reached 
seventy, I applied to the Federal Emergency Relief Administration 
through Col. John J. McDonough, Administrator, for an additional 
allocation of Federal funds and was granted twenty additional 
men on our W.P.A. rolls. The Appropriation Committee trans- 
ferred $1,200. early in December and $2,500 was appropriated at 
a special Town Meeting on December 13th. for further relief of 
the unemployed which should be sufficient to take care of twenty 
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cases until the next annual town meeting. This money is being 
used principally on gypsy moth work. . Perk 

In order to obtain assistance through the unemployment relief 
funds of the town, all applicants must first be investigated by the 
Board of Public Welfare who specify the number of days work to 
be given each approved case. ' 


Works Progress Administration 


Projects under the Federal Works Progress Administration 
continued throughout the year. Our quota at the first of the year 
was seventy-nine (79) and continued until a drastic reduction was 
made all over the State. In this reduction all aliens were elim- 
inated from the W. P. A. rolls and our quota was reduced to thirty- 
nine (39). The Federal Emergency Administration officials subse- 
quently increased this quota to fifty-five (55) and in December an 
additional twenty (20) men were certified, bringing our quota up 
to seventy-five (75) at the close of the year. 


The work performed this year in general, has been of a very 
satisfactory nature, being chiefly confined to sewer, drains, side- 
walk and water projects. A list of the projects undertaken this 
year with the proportion of Town and Government funds is listed 
on page 29. 

In closing, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, my secre- 
tary, all other clerks, the town officials, all employees and citizens 
who rendered such loyal support and co-operation throughout the 
year.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To Mr. F. F. Libby, Town Engineer: 

The Health Department was operated as in previous years. 

A change in the personnel was necessary late in October 
due to the death of Dr. William H. Maguire, Health Officer and 
Schoo] Dentist. 

The drop in the number of cases of tuberculosis mentioned 
in the report of the Health officer in 1936 shows a further decrease 
this year, only one case being taken care of in the Norfolk 
County Hospital and one case in the North Reading State Sana- 
torium. 

Early in the year several dog bite cases had to be taken care 
of, anti-rabic vaccine being used in all cases. Again this year 
dogs were inoculated as a preventitive against rabies. 

After my appointment I contacted the District Health Officer 
and the State Department of Public Health relative to the revision 
of our present health regulations. The splendid co-operation re- 
ceived from these departments is greatly appreciated. 

In December I appointed Dr. Winthrop R. Norcross as school 
dentist. The educational department of the clinic is still handled 
by our able and efficient Hygienist, Miss Alice Bourassa. 

I am enclosing with this report the reports of the heads of 
the various departments connected with the Public Health.

REPORT OF THE DENTAL HYGIENIST 
To Dr. F. H. Fuller, Health Officer: 


The dental program in the Walpole Schools is both clinical 
and educational, with a part time dentist in the clinic and a full 
time dental hygienist in the schools. 


The educational part consists in giving to the children the 
correct knowledge, attitudes and habits, in dental hygiene and 
general hygiene.

REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR 


To Dr. F. H. Fuller, Health Officer: 


During 1937 the Health Department has issued thirty-three 
licenses to sell milk and cream to stores and restaurants, twenty 
io dealers, and eight local permits to producers who retail less 
than twenty quarts daily. 


The usual inspections of dairy animals, premises and 
samples of milk and cream have been made throughout the year. 
More than one hundred samples of milk or cream have been 
tested for butter fat and total solids, many also for flavor, acidity, 
sediment, and approximate bacteria content. Forty per cent have 
analysed four per cent butter fat or over. The majority have 
averaged 3.8%. A few samples were found below the State 
Standard requirement of 3.35%. These conditions were vigorously 
followed up and remedied. 


Three licenses to maintain and operate a pasteurization plant 
were granted. Bock Brothers have a new modern pasteurizer. A 
total of $56.50 was collected in license fees and turned over to 
the town treasurer.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
AND BUREAU OF ALD AGE ASSISTANCE 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


In compliance with the Town Charter, the Board of Public 
Welfare and Bureau of Old Age Assistance herewith submits the 
annual report for the year 1937. 

Many changes in Welfare and Old Age Assistance have 
occurred the past year and more changes are anticipated in 
conjunction with Federal and State regulations, and as a matter 
of fact, many of these changes and decisions forced upon us do 
not conform at all times to the Board's policy. 


Our Board's activities to date have grown from one single 
function into a Department comprised of four distinct divisions 
in addition to our work in connection with the unemployment 
fund and investigating on W. P. A. In reference to the regula- 
tions of the state in connection with the federal government, we 
have just received from the state notification that towns must 
not reduce the appropriation recommended by Boards of Public 
Welfare or Bureaus of Old Age Assistance as the reduction will 
jeopardize the receipt of federal grants such as we have received 
the last year amounting to approximately $10,000.00. 


Furthermore, it may be of interest to know that for the state 
as a whole, old age assistance cases increased 100% from 
September 1, 1936 to June, 1937, from 29,314 to 58,881. Expendi- 
tures increased 120% for this period. The average grant per 
recipient per month increased for the same period from $24.52 
to $26.83. 


Our activities from January 1, 1937 to December 31, 1937 
were approximately as estimated, and we have kept within our 
regular appropriations for all departments throughout the year. 
As a matter of fact, in the Bureau of Old Age Assistance, we 
managed to save considerable money which was transferred to 
the Welfare Division. Sickness and hospitalizations, together 
with emergencies have continued to be a major expenditure 
throughout the year. 


The Public Works Administration and the Works Progress 
Administration, together with the Town Unemployment Fund; have 
had considerable bearing on the Welfare appropriation. The 
Federal Commodity Warehouse, which is sponsored by our De- 
partment, has been continued throughout the year. The clothing 
and food which have been distributed approximated $7,530.00. 
At this time we are undecided whether to continue the Federal 
Commodity Warehouse through the year 1938. 


The activities of the Bureau of Old Age Assistance have 
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increased considerably through the year, but the total expense 
has been held down by the receipt of Federal Grants for the 
Department. This increase, as you know, was necessitated by 
the passing of the Federal Social Security Law which dropped 
the Old Age Assistance age limit to 65 years of age, and further 
qualified a larger number that were not qualified under the 
previous statute. The enactment of legislation by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts to conform to the Social Security Act 
has resulted in a large annual increase for this department. 
Further, with the enactment of this legislation the duties of this 
department are not merely to disburse charity as in the past; but 
we are now under statutory obligation to give adequate financial 
assistance and not merely charity and advice. 


We have to encounter various opposing views on the part of 
those interested in the various cases. Although the legislation 
does not discriminate between morally degenerate or miscreant 
individuals, we have been obliged to use drastic and perhaps 
harsh measures in some cases. Furthermore, in the departments 
that receive Federal Grants our actions are subject to review and 
trial, and such actions may result in granting aid in certain cases 
that were not approved by our Board. 


Walpole is and has been very fortunate in that larger expendi- 
tures have not been called for. The annual appropriation of 
$27,500.00 for the Welfare Department has been sufficient to 
carry us through, with the transfer of $1,900.00 from the Bureau 
of Old Age Assistance together with other various governmental 
activities. 

It is extremely difficult for our Department to estimate our 
needs for a given year although we have been fairly accurate 
over a period of time; however, we have reduced our budget 
$1,200.00 over 1937. In the Bureau of Old Age Assistance we are 
spending more than for the year 1936, but we are hopeful that. 
on account of money which the town will be required to raise 
from taxation, the amount required for the year 1938 will be about 
the same as for 1937 if we receive our estimated receipts from 
the federal government under the Social Security Act. The figur- 
ing of our reimbursements under the Social Security Act from 
the federal government and from the State of Massachusetts is 
on the following basis: The Federal Government will reimburse 
us for 3/6 of the total expended up to $15.00 per month on each 
case and the state will reimburse us 2/6 of the remainder. Of 
course, there are many exceptions to this amount in cases requir- 
ing large expenditures for hospitalization and medical care. 

You will note in our budget for aid to dependent children, 
which was a new division last year under the social security act, 
a slight increase of $650.00 to be raised by taxation. We will 
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robably be obliged to place two or three new cases under this 
ite during the year 1938. The case load for this division for the 
state as a whole has disclosed a normal increase up to June 
30, 1937; in other words, on June 30, 1937, 6,238 families com- 
prising 16,538 children under sixteen years of age were receiving 
assistance with an average grant per month per family of $60.91. 


In complying with the Social Security Act, it has necessitated © 
some additional expense for records and forms, and also as the 
statutes laid down require much greater investigation and follow- 
up on all of these cases every three months with reports to the 
Social Security Board and the Commonwealth of Masachusetts, 
it has been necessary for one member of the board to work on a 
full time basis, and this requires considerable travel in the re- 
investigation and record of living conditions each three months. 
This has entailed an additional cost for that work of $12.00 per 
week, and this cannot under any circumstances be dispensed 
with if we are to follow the federal government's instructions and 
receive the 3/6 reimbursement to which we are entitled. 

Although private contributions have decreased considerably 
during the past year, we must with deep gratitude acknowledge 
the splendid co-operation of the various fraternal organizations 
during the holidays, especially the Lend-A-Hand Club, which has 
contributed liberally to tonsil and adenoids operations, and the 
Fire Department for supplying toys at Christmas.

In some cases we work under extremely distressing circum- 
stances, where both father and mother have died, leaving a large 
family of children, and at the present time we have about fifteen 
sae without parents directly under the supervision of our 


As requested, we have filed with your board a detail of our 
expenses for the year 1937, and the estimated recommended ap- 
propriations for the year 1938, the amount being for the Welfare 
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Department approximately $26,300.00, the Old Age Assistance 
approximately $14,000.00, and the Aid to Dependent Children 
Division $3,650.00. Considerable money has been collected by 
‘the Welfare Department which has been paid directly into general: 
revenue, and the detail of this money may be secured by con- 
‘sulting the report of the Town Accountant. Our Board collects and 
receives several thousand dollars in addition to the Federal Grants: 
but cannot be used by this department, this income being credited 
to the general revenue of the town. 


With the advent of the Social Security legislation and -< ‘con- 
forming legislation by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, your 
Welfare Board believes that higher appropriations and certainly 
more effort and supervision are required. 


Regarding the suit which has been filed against the Town of 
Walpole by the City of Boston involving the Welfare Department. 
we understand that this has been turned over to the Town Coun-, 
sel. As briefly stated by us before, this involves a number of 
cases with which we have been in conflict with the City of 
Boston for the past three years. We acknowledged settlement 
in several of these cases but refused to acknowledge settlement, 
in others, and from all the data and information that we were able. 
to gather, we did not see how they could be a Walpole settle. 
ment. These cases have been marked for trial but were postponed. 
by request of the City of Boston. We are hopeful of trial’ this 
coming year. In addition to the above cases, we are now in- 
volved in a suit by the Town of Foxboro; this action not only 
involves us but the Commonwealth, and we hope for a trial on 
this action the coming year. 

We wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town Engineer, 
and the other town officers for their splendid co-operation with 
us, and extend herewith the greetings of the season.

The regular meetings of the School Committee are held on the 
first Monday of each month at 7:45 P. M. in the School Committee 
Room in the Plimpton School. It is the wish of the Committee 
that anyone having suggestions, problems, or desiring informa- 
tion on school affairs appear before the Committee when it is in 
session. 


Safety—Provision has been made this year for the transportation 

of High School athletic teams to and from all their out-of- 
town games. This transportation is supplied by the School De- 
partment through the use of public conveyances—bus or train. 
This makes it unnecessary for players to ride in privately owned 
cars. 


The School Committee recognizes the many hazards to which 
school children are exposed on their way to and from school and 
again urges the installation of traffic signs and lights and the 
construction of adequate sidewalks at several danger spots. 

Regular lessons on Safety are being supplemented in High 
School by the use of a series of Safety Films on the new visual 
aids equipment. 

Physical Education—In an attempt to increase the opportunities for 
girls in the various fields of sports, the Com- 
mittee is planning to provide facilities and instruction in golf and 
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basketball as well as in field hockey and tennis. This year, a 
Senior from the Boston Bouve School has done her practice- 
teaching here one day a week. This has materially assisted our 
supervisor of physical education and has been a step in the direc- 
tion of increased sports activities for the girls of Junior and 
Senior High School classes. 


German—This modern language, long noted for its cultural values, 

will in all probability, be offered as an Elective in High 
School in 1938. At present, we offer Latin, with French as the only 
modern foreign language. The addition of German will permit 
us to offer a well-rounded course in languages. 


Cumulative Sick-Leave Benefits For Teachers—The Committee has 

adopted a plan 
which provides to teachers the benefits which come from the ac- 
cumulation of unused days of sick-leave over a period of two 
years. It has been the custom to allow teachers ten days sick- 
leave each year with full pay. The new plan will enable a 
teacher to accumulate up to twenty days of sick-leave depending 
on the number used the previous year. 


Improvements—At the Bird School, the heating system has been 

quite thoroughly overhauled, new radiator valves 
installed, and a vacuum pump placed in the boiler room. Heat is 
now available in all classrooms when needed. 


At the Fisher School, the insanitary condition in the Boys’ 
Toilet has been remedied by the installation of modern toilet 
fittings. 


At the Stone School, the old, unsightly room in the basement 
used as a Boys’ Toilet has been completely dismantled and 
abandoned. A completely new room has been built on the first 
floor and fitted with modern toilet accessories. This necessitated 
the re-location of one exit-door and the construction of concrete 
steps.

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REPORT OF THE CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP 
COMMITTEE 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents 
herein its annual report. 


The following officers were elected at the December meeting. 
Ralph M. Wight, Chairman, (Mrs.) Frances C. Maguire, Sec'y. 


The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following 
excerpt for the will of Lewis F. Fales: 


"In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the ‘Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two 
years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustee so 
to do. The income from said funds to be used for scholarships to be 
paid as hereinafter provided to students male or female, of the 
Schools of the Town who become students at any university, 
college, or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as 
practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and 
to be paid to each undergraduate or post graduate in a university, 
college, or institute to whom it may be awarded by a Committee 
to be known as the ‘Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee,” 
which committee shall consist of the Superintendent of the Schools 
of Walpole for the time being, the Principal of the High School of 
Walpole for the time being, and if there be at any time more than 
one High School in Walpole the Principals of each High School 
for the time being, and the members for the time being of the 
School Committee or other body having charge of the Schools of 
Walpole. The awards of Scholarship shall be for one year and 
shall be made during the month of December of each and every 
year. Said Scholarship Committee shall keep a record of its doings 
and make a report to the Town at the end of each year. It shall 
so far as practical keep in touch with the progress and standing 
of each student to whom an award of a scholarship has been 
made. It is not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee 
in making their award, but there are three factors which I desire 
they should take into consideration,—Character, Scholarship, and 
Physical and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing 
to extend their education along technical lines, shall, other things 
being equal, be given preference.” 


The Committee, after a careful investigation of the candidates, 
awarded scholarships to the following: 


Carl Robert Behrsing, Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
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Louise Hargreaves Gove, Middlebury College 

Russell Sears Hallett, Northeastern University

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Walpole, Massachusetts: 


The outstanding facts regarding the progress of Walpole 
Schools during 1937 are presented in these pages. Statistics and 
tables follow the various reports of School officials and supervisors. 


School Enrollment 


Recent years have witnessed the following trend in growth 
of school population in Walpole: 


a. Rapid increase in the Senior High School—Grades 9-12 

b. Moderate increase in the Junior High School—Grades 7-8 

c. Practically no change in the Elementary School—Grades 
1-6 


The rapid and continued growth of the Senior High School is 
probably accounted for by the fact that economic conditions have 
forced many, who would formerly have dropped out to go to 
work, to remain in school. Today, we have in school practically 
all the boys and girls there are. 


No less interesting is the population trend in the first six 
grades. Table A gives the enrollment in these grades for the 
whole town for the past fifteen years. It will readily be noted 
that the enrollment has varied but little during this period. At 
no time has it fallen below 900 and at no time has it reached 
1000. 


Tables B and C show corresponding figures for the Junior 
and Senior High Schools.

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In the light of the facts shown in Table A, it would seem 
to be unlikely that the enrollment in the Senior High School can 
continue to increase much longer. | 


Costs 
The price of textbooks and school supplies advanced appreci- 
ably during 1937 as did the prices of commodities in many other 
lines. On July lst, there was a general 12%% advance in text- 


book costs, while several advances were noted in the cost of 
paper and other school supplies.

Kindergartens 


The three kindergartens maintained by the School Department 
were discontinued in 1932 as an economy measure. During the 
past year, we have received nine written requests from parents 
asking that kindergartens be restored. 


Change in Entering-Age Desirable 

Under our requirements, a child may enter the First Grade in 
September if he has reached the age of five years on or before 
April 1, preceding the opening of school. Many children entering 
the first grade at the age of about six years are not sufficiently 
mature to succeed in recognition of words and formal reading. It 
has been determined that a mental age of about six and one half 
years is required for comprehension of the abstract symbols of 
reading. The result, in practice, is that a large number of first- 
grade pupils fail to be promoted. Promotions from first grade are 
usually made on the basis of reading achievement. Ideally, 
formal reading instruction would not begin until the child is men- 
tally, physically, and emotionally ready to read eagerly and 
comfortably. Many eye-specialists would place the beginning 
age at eight or nine years. A mental tester would probably 
suggest six and one half to seven and on half. These modern 
findings together with the known fact of high failure rate in first 
grade reading indicate that our entering-age of five and one half 
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years should be raised at least a half year. A number of Massa- 
chusetts cities and towns have already taken this step. 


Achievement Tests 
This year, we gave the Metropolitan Achievement Tests and 
the Public School Achievement Test in the intermediate grades. 
These tests have nation-wide use. In all subjects except arithmetic 
the performance of our pupils was higher than the grade-levels 
expected by the makers of our tests. 


Eye Testing Equipment 
We are now prepared to use a Telebinocular for the testing 
of vision. This instrument represents an advance in the testing 
of the eyes just as the use of the Audiometer did for the testing 
of hearing. This instrument should prove to be of great help in 
pointing out possible reasons for reading difficulties encountered 
by pupils-particularly in the lower grades. 


School Exhibition 
In the Spring of 1938, the schools will present an exhibition 
of school work. We have been doing this every fourth year 
since 1922. The Exhibition held in the High School Gymnasium, 
has proved very interesting to parents. The results of work in 
woodworking and drawing are shown as well as those in various 
types of academic work. 


Conclusion 


We feel that this has been a year of progress. The teachers 
attended the Annual Convention of the Norfolk County Teachers 
Association; Principals attended the various conventions sponsor- 
ed by the Department of Education: several teachers have visited 
classrooms in other school systems. Credit for a successful year 
goes to every member of the School Department.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


To Mr. A. C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit to you my fifth annual report as principal 
of the Walpole High School. 


The total enrollment at the Senior High School at the begin- 


ning of the school year was the largest in the history of the 
school. 


On December 23 the enrollment by classes was as follows: 


Freshmen 158 Seniors 134 
Sophomores 148 Post Graduates 4 
Juniors 137 Total 581 
For the last five years the enrollment has been: 
1932-33 1933-34 1934-35 1935-36 1936-37 
537 541 536 570 550 


We are able to accomodate the pupils with the exception of 
being unable to provide proper study conditions. The cafeteria 
is used as a study hall. This has been overcrowded for the last 
four years. The condition is worse this year due to the increased 
enrollment. The average number of pupils studying in the cafe- 
teria in any period of the day is one hundred eleven. Also 
many classrooms have study pupils in addition to class pupils. 
We need additional rooms to be used for study pupils. 

The following table shows the organization of the school. 
There are several large classes which tends to reduce teaching 
efficiency.

Our record is good but could be improved. Parents should 
allow pupils to be absent from school only in case of sickness or 
other good reasons. 


In December 1936 new celotex ceilings were placed in some — 
classrooms and corridors. These ceilings have improved teach- 
ing conditions by eliminating much of the noise. We hope that 
other class rooms may have the same ceiling treatment. 


Visual aids are a valuable addition to regular class work. 
The Walpole Mothers’ Club has presented the school with a 
16mm Sound-on-Film Projector. They have also given money to 
pay for rental of several educational films. This will be a useful 
supplement to our class work in many subjects. 


Safety Education is receiving increasing attention as a part 
of high school work. A Committee of the Student Council work- 
ing with Mr. Searles is planning a series of programs using 
moving pictures as a means of bringing to the attention of the 
pupils various safety measures. 


This year a course in “Community Life” is required of all 
senior pupils. The course is for the purpose of acquainting pupils 
with the various activities in the town. It is hoped that better 
citizenship will result from this ‘course. vi

pupils who plan to go to college.

Our athletics continue in a very satisfactory condition. The 
financial deficit is being reduced each year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ART 


To Mr. Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent: 

The December issue of ‘The Journal of the National Educa- 
tion Association of the United States” offers the following state- 
ment which is an appropriate introduction to my annual report. 
“We are now ready to understand that art is an integral part 
of life, a magnificent medium in which the visions and depths 
of man are embodied, and a supreme source of enjoyment.” 

A review of each year’s work provides suggestions for the 
next period of study. An accumulation of such thoughts has 
been given definite form and distributed to all teachers of the 
first six grades. The principles listed will enrich the Art Cur- 
riculum. 

The teachers’ familiarity with the School life of the children 
results in most interesting interpretations of the lessons planned 
to encourage every child to express himself by means of draw- 
ing while developing an appreciation of beauty. The instructors 
are stimulating growth by relating creative learning and acquisi- 
tive learning. 

Drawings are being studied as records of knowledge and 
observation. Talent is not necessary for the use of drawing as 
evidence of understanding; although interest, imagination, and 
ability may help some to excel. We forget the word talent while 
concentrating on the problem of guiding each student to enjoy 
beauty and the fun of creating. Attitudes are important. 

Criticism is constructive and offered so that each pupil may 
know why his work is good, and in what way it may be improved. 

Students are urged to look at their surroundings with renewed 
interest. Enthusiasm for art as a means of enjoyment is being 
stimulated. Children are becoming aware of its aestheic and 
commercial value. People require the relaxation which beauty 
can give; industries flourish as a result of competitive design; 
window and counter displays, also, attractive pictorial advertis- 
ing accompanied by hand lettering are essential to business; illus- 
trations make books more enjoyable, and facts more specific; 
homes and communities are improved by the efforts of architects 
and decorators; styles are influenced by designers. 

Children are being instructed to work studiously, earnestly, 
and patiently since it will take years before they will come to a 
full appreciation of art. 

A variety of new materials furnished for applied design in 
grades seven and eight and for interesting advanced problems 
has aroused enthusiasm. We are offering, for the first time, 
instruction in the use of oil paints, celluloid etching, leather work, 
casting by means of rubber molds, and batik dyeing. 
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The fact that time is short for the accomplishment of all that 
we hope to do causes me to make a suggestion which will prob- 
ably enable us to be of greater service to the members of com- 
mittees asking our students to apply their knowledge of lettering 
and poster design. The necessity of teaching three or four groups 
during each period at the Senior High School makes it impossible 
for us to use school time for such work. The posters must, there- 
fore, be done at home without supervision, often without insruc- 
tions of importance to students using poster paint for the first 
time. We have been obliged because of limited time, to under- 
take such work only for the organizations whose activities are 
planned directly for the advancement of the education and the 
health of the school children. We are able to give evidence of 
our interest in all local affairs by calling for volunteers to work 
under the direction of members of any other committee. The 
children are generous, but taking into consideration all their 
school requirements, their need for relaxation and rest, | feel 
that at least one month should elapse between the request 
followed by the receipt of supplies and the final date when the 
work will be submitted. 


We shall look forward to the experiences of 1938.

REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To Mr. A. C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools: 

In each annual report, I have stressed the desirability of 
an adequate instrumental program in our schools, I am happy to 
report that such a program is now well established. The following 
statistics indicate to what extent it is appreciated and patronized. 

Pupils are offered class instruction in piano, band and 
orchestral instruments. The charge is 25 cents per lesson. Pupils 
furnish their own instruments. Miss Nellie Dean is instructor of 
piano. Mr. Philip Kravitz is instructor of band and orchestral in- 
struments. One hundred pupils are studying piano, 90 pupils are 
studying other instruments. Of these 90, 20 are able to study 
privately with Mr. Kravitz. The students are distributed as follows:

‘New York, “There is a significance in the growth of industrial arts 
that carries a challenge to the supervisors and instructors in those 
‘subjects. If the school is to meet present day demands and the 
eeds of the future, the next ten years will see even more interest- 
ing changes. For many years, education has been attempting 
ito fit 90% of the students for white-collar jobs. That type of job 
is becoming increasingly non-existent. Positions in the business 
‘and industrial world demand an enlarging technological know- 
ledge and the industrial executive thinks of himself as a practi- 
‘cal, not a white-collar man. The school can no longer be con- 
‘tent with educating for the so called professions only, but must 
‘reach out into other fields—the demand for more apprenticeship 
‘training which can no longer be given haphazardly on the job 
itself, the cry of employers for assistance from the school—all 
‘these factors are forcing educators to turn more and more to 
teaching industrial arts as a solution to the problems that beset 
‘them.” 

We have done very well here in Walpole but I hope that in 
the future we can still better meet the growing needs of our times. 


This year has been a very busy one in our shops, many 
school and individual projects have been made, some of which 
we hope to place in the general exhibition to be held next spring.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To Mr. Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Physical 
Education for Girls. 


A general outline of the aims and plan of activities is as 
follows: 


1. To carry on all work out of doors as far as possible. 

2. To have a balanced program of skills, rhythms, self-testing 
activities, and games. The program varies according to 

. the different buildings. 

3. To teach activities that have a “carry-over” value, and 
such as will be put to use in out-of-school play time. 

4. To make the physical education period one of relaxation, 
stimulation, and change. 

9. To get away from old fashioned, formal type of class- 
room activity by emphasizing big muscle, free motion 
exercise. 

6. To create as strong a “’posture-consciousness” as possible. 


Grades 1 - 11 


The work is graded to suit age levels, the general plan being: 
from grade one through three; grades four and five; grade six. 
This again depends upon the building and facilities. It has been 
possible to do much more effective work in the 5th and 6th grades 
at Plimpton School by dividing the boys and girls of these rooms 
for the physical education period. 


Junior High School and High School. 


In the Junior High we begin the more highly organized 

of games. The seventh grades play soccer almost entirely in 
the fall. The eighth grade begins the fundamentals of field hockey. 
Hockey instruction is continued in High School and every girl 
who takes physical education in High School plays twice a week. 
Baseball is the spring activity for both groups though we do 
something with tennis instruction when enough racquets are 
available. 


During the winter months a rotation of activities is planned — 


so that one of every four lessons is devoted to marching tactics 
and posture exercise; folk and tap dancing; apparatus; basketball 


skills. At the Bird School, tumbling takes the place of apparatus © 


work.

REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN FOR THE STONE

To Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools: 
I wish to submit my report for the Stone and Boyden Schools. 


The general physical examinations of all children have been 
completed. The defects have been recorded by the School Nurse, 


and notices have been sent to the parents. This year a new type 
of notice has been sent to the parents with the hope of getting 


better cooperation with the school authorities, the parents, and 


the family doctor. In general, the health of our school children 
is good. Most of them appear well nourished, well dressed, and 
clean. The administration of diptheria toxoid, a better preparation 
for preventing diptheria, has been used this year and in the 
- spring the Schick Test will be performed. 
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This year through the efforts of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health, Division of Child Hygiene, the physicians and 
Superintendents of the Schools of Norfolk County have met and 
discussed problems in the interest of our school children. There 
are to be more meetings of this nature with the hope of making 
continual progress in the school health program. 

At this time I wish to thank the School Nurse, Miss Alice 
Downing, and the Dental Hygienist, Miss Alice Bourassa, for their 
cooperation with me in carrying out my program.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN FOR THE HIGH 
AND PLIMPTON SCHOOLS 


To Mr. A. C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools: 


Examinations were made in the above schools as usual, and 
advice given where defects were seen. Unusual cases were re- 
ferred to the physical director for observation and correction. 
Others were felt to be incipient cases of anaemia or tuberculosis 
and were postponed for reexamination later. Also a very few 
children where parental neglect was seen were remanded again 
to their parents with strong urging that they be no longer handi- 
capped physically but that they be given the advantages other 
children enjoy, by remedying their defect. 


Unhygienic clothing mentioned in last year’s report was not 
observed in our examination this year, at least not to the extent 
seen previously.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To Mr. A. C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools: 

I hereby submit my annual report of the school nursing. 

The yearly physical examinations of all children were made 
and defects noted. An earnest effort has been made to correct 
as many of these defects as possible. 

It is through the generosity of individuals, clubs, and associa- 


tions, as well as the cooperation and sacrifices of the parents that 
this corrective work is carried on. 
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During the year, the Teachers’ Association sponsored a Movie 
Benefit, and the proceeds were given for a School Health Fund. 
The entire amount of this fund has been used during the year 
for corrective work. 


_ It has helped to take care of the most urgent cases of throat 
conditions by the removal of defective tonsils and enlarged ade- 
noids. Also by means of this fund, and the cooperation of a local 
oculist, several children have had their eyes examined and have 
received eye-glasses. This has helped in a great measure not 
only the general health of these children, but their progress in 
school as well. 


We are extremely grateful to one of our philanthropic citizens 
and also to the Rotarians of Walpole, who have aided financially 
two of our orthopedic cases. One, a boy disabled since birth, 
and the other a victim of infantile paralysis. Both children have 
had operative and corrective work done. 


During seven months of the school year children who are in 
need of the benefits to be derived from drinking milk, are given 
a jar of milk daily. The expenses are taken care of by the 
Woman's Club. These children may be under-weight, and there- 
fore easily fatigued, or they may need it for dentition or other 
purposes. It certainly meets a great need during these months, 
because it helps to keep the children physically fit. 


At the final analysis last year, after hundreds of our children 


-had received the tuberculin test, and many had been X-Rayed 


and examined, not one active case of tuberculosis was found. 
However, it was concluded there were a few children, who would 
be greatly benefited by a summer at camp, in order to gain an 
appreciable amount of weight to carry them safely through another 
school year. 

Again, an appeal was made to the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion, and the Woman's Club, and an amount was donated suffi- 
cient to send four children to camp for a period of eight weeks. 

Each child gained over ten pounds of weight and returned to 
school in excellent condition. 

Add together the concentrated efforts of our school physicians, 
the material help from the townspeople, the splendid work ac- 


complished by the dental clinic, the assistance of our state clinics, 
and the result is that the health of our school children ranks 


high. 
Is it any wonder then, that we can boast of the physical 
condition of our school children?

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Library: 

A real feeling of achievement, gained through the coopera- 
tion of the townspeople as well as of the Trustees, has been 
given to the library staff during the past year. In June a com- 
plete inventory of all books was taken. This necessitated the closing 
of the Main Library and East Walpole Branch for three days and 
was successfully accomplished because of the understanding 
attitude of the borrowers and the conscientious and concentrated 
efforts of the staff. Great commendation is due each assistant 
for the fine spirit with which this task was done. The results of 
this survey will be found in the appended statistical report. 

On the first of September we were sorry to lose Mrs. Muriel 
Layton, a substitute assistant, who left to accept another position. 
Her place was taken by Mrs. Gladys Farris. 

Book Week was observed from November 15-20. A display 
of children’s books in the Historical Room was supplemented by 
cut-out figures of favorite characters, such as Heidi and little black 
Sambo. These were hung around the walls together with gaily 
colored jackets from recent publications for young people. 

Several changes, which add both to the appearance and 
comfort of the Main Library building, took place toward the end 
of the year. Windows and doors throughout were weather- 
stripped, thus eliminating drafts and saving heat. The magazine 
rack, long out-srown, was removed and new shelving built in to 
accomodate back numbers, formerly kept in the Reference Room, 
as well as the current issues. Celluloid covers were purchased 
for the most popular periodicals, and these were placed on the 
tables in the Reading Room where they are most attractive and 
are accessible to patrons. The final improvement, which has been 
greeted with many favorable comments, was the hanging of 
draperies in the Reading, Reference and Trustees’ Rooms. These 
deep cream curtains harmonize with the walls and are framed 
most effectively by the rich brown of the woodwork. 


Increase in the budget helped materially toward the purchase 
of books and needed supplies. We now have a bookplate with 
the Town Seal, which is placed in volumes given to the Library. 

All statistical information concerning the functioning of the 
Library is given in a separate report.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the general accounts of the town of Walpole for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1937, and of the accounts of the town treasurer from 
November 18, 1937, the date of the previous audit, to December 31, 
1937, the following report being submitted thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified by a com- 
parison with the books of the town accountant and the treasurer. 
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The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were 
examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded on the ledger, were 
checked with the records of the several departments making pay- 
ments to the treasurer and with the treasurer’s books, while the 
recorded payments were checked with the treasury warrants issued 
by the selectmen and with the treasurer’s cash book. The appropria- 
tions and transfers from the reserve fund, as recorded on the ledger, 
were checked with the town clerk’s records of town meetings and 
with the authorizations of the finance committee. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit were 
made, a trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town as of December 31, 1937. 

..: The. balance sheet indicates that the town is in very good financial 
condition. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
from the date of the previous audit, November 18, 1937, to December 
31, 1937. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with 
the records in the departments collecting money for the town and with 
the other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the disbursement of town funds. The cash balance on 
December 31, 1937, was proved by a reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were proved with 
the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing trust fund 
investments in the custody of the treasurer were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals were checked 
with the receipts as entered in the treasurer’s cash book. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked for the period from January 26, 1937, the date of recom- 
mitment of taxes from the former collector, to December 31, 1937. 
The property and motor vehicle excise taxes, in addition to the 
sewer assessments outstanding at the time of the previous examina- 
tion, were audited, and all subsequent commitments were reconciled 
with the assessors’ warrants. The payments to the treasurer were 
checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the recorded abatements were 
compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the 
transfers to the tax title account were checked, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger 
accounts. 


Verification notices were sent to all persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town for prior years’ 
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taxes and assessments, and many notices were also sent on account 
of taxes of the current year which appeared on the books as out- 
standing. Replies were received from several persons claiming that 
their taxes were paid to the former collector, and to substantiate 
their claims of payment evidence was submitted in a few cases, 
indicating that payment had been made to the former collector who 
failed to record the transactions on his books, while other claims of 
a like nature are in process of investigation. 


The commitments of water charges were examined and checked. 
The recorded payments to the treasurer were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were verified, and the out- 


standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and 
checked with the deeds on file. The amounts added to the tax title 
account were compared with the collector’s records and the redemp- 
tions were checked with the receipts as recorded on the treasurer’s 
cash book. 


The town clerk’s records of sporting, dog, and miscellaneous town 
licenses and fees were examined, the payments to the State being 
verified by a comparison with the receipts on file and the payments 
to the town treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The accounts of the health, public welfare, and school depart- 
ments, as well as of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and 
reconciled with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer and tax collector for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. The bond of the town clerk should stipulate that 
money received for dog licenses should be turned over to the town 
treasurer and not to the county treasurer. 

In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are appended 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and 
the collector’s cash, together with summaries of the tax, assessment, 
tax title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as tables showing 
the trust fund transactions. 

For the co-operation extended by the various town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.
